A discovery made by Dr. Pgul 
Bartsch of the ,zoolo^ department 
40 years ago while Working with 
snails found In this vicinity has led 
to the conquest of a bafflljig disease 
which afflicted thousands of people 
in the Far East it was recently 
disclosed. 

Dr. Batrsch found that the snails 
In the ’Potomac River were quite 
different from thoee Inhabiting Us 
tributaries. It was finally discov- 
ered that the Potomac was slightly 
alkaline while Us feeding streams 
wqre slightly aold. 'These streams 
acted as a chemical wall of life and 
death betwen the' two types. 

Eventually. It was ^learned that 
the often fatal Oriental dieeaae 
schistosomiasis. ' was caused by so 
organism carried by snails living In 
an acid environment, and control 
was finally achieved In Japan by 
rendering the Infested areas alka- 
liae with crushed limestone, based 
on Dr. Barlach’s work.

- The Student Council here Is comparable to many 
honorable organizations as to Its scope and power 
Ao control students and student activities. 

The constitution of the Student Council sets forth 
the following as the purpose of the Council: 

"Section 1.— The purpose of the Student Council 
shall be to develop student spirit through an under- 
standing and appreciation of the University and its 
plans and Idoais. It shall aid In the development of 
student organizations and promote cooperation be- 
tween them. 

"Section 2.— TWe “Student CounclJ shall exercise 
such powerg as from time to tiofie may be delegated 
id it by the Untverslty Admihistration " 

Even a casual inspection of this article of the 
Student Council constitution will reveal the small 
degree ot power vested In the Council.

In one of the two leagues, there were no less 
than three disputes over eligibility df players. Sev- 
eral fraternities, however, remained entirely free 
from any entanglements, *l'he inability of cdUcge 
fraternity men to engage in a ^rteS of friendly 
competitive sports is deplorable and unbecoming of. 
men of college age. 

llie unpleasant situations that arise inay.be the 
result of the laxity of the rujes govefning, the va- 
rious sports. A simple, definite code would un- 
doubtedly prevent the recurrence of somb bf the 
past unpleasantness. It is hoped that th^ nfw Iq.- 
terfraternity Council may remedy present condi- 


gatlng alleged breaches of good . 
taste at a Fiesta dance and not by ‘ 
the president (d the Council. 

Now. my point Is this; If we are 
to have a Student Council, osten- 
sibly representing students through 
activities and through schools, that 
I Council should have some authority 
to control or supervise some form 
of student activity, with, power to 
enforce its edicts. Otherwise the 
CouncU may as well disaolve itself. 

If y/e are to continue to have a 
Council which Is limited in scope 
to passing resolutions and recom- 
mendations which often mean noth- 
ing. It hgrdly seems fair to the' 
members of the Council to require 
them to sit ms members pf .Us and 
attend meetings eVen (Kcasionally. 

The Student CouncU should be 
given specific powers to supervise 
all major activities. It should be 
able to raqulre that constitutions 
of 4he organlaatlons be approved 
by it, that financial statements be 
-cna^e at stated Intervals or oftener 
* * the Council, and It 

a two-thirds or three- 
s' be able to hoM a re- 
call electil^Y to remove from office 
holders of important positlonk In 
extra-curricular activities. 

At present the CouncU Is little 
more than a mouth-piece for the 
University administration. It can 
do nothing In a material way with- 
out authority being granted for 
each specific move by the Univer- 
sity. ’nils year there was no such 
authority granted except when the 
Council demanded it and then the 
powers It got were of no great- 
consequence. '' 

The CouncU does not even have 
authority to approve constitutions 
of college coundls which sen4 defe- 
gates to the Student CounciL These 
are approved by the Student Life

I It seems to me that baseball It 
extremely Important In making val- 
uable contacts, the full benefit of 
.which can be obtained only when 
|we are permlttod to make up our ' 
schedules well in advance and not ‘ 
be forced to wait until the last min- 
ute. which has been the case every 
year to date. 

Right now we have the opportun- 
ity of scheduling for next year such 
teams as Harvard, Ykle, Boston Col- 
lege, Penn State, Dartmouth, Ver- 
mont, Ohio State, Wake Forest and 
Holy Crou. I understand that these 
teams and others already have i 
asked to be on our schedule. It Is 
impossible to arrange games of this 
sort if we wait until a month before 
the season opens. 

A Need Spring Sport 
*^t Is needless for me to stress 
the Importance of rounding out the 
athletic program with a major sport 
in the Spring. A lapse of varsity 
competition from the end of Feb- 
ruary until the beginning of Octo- 
ber would adversely affect both 
football and basketball. Keeping 
up the interest of the public and 
alumni in athletics at George 
Washington is a matter, the im- 
portance of which should not be 
underestimated.
